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PUBLIC  MEETING  RESULTS  ON  SNOW  SURVEY  PROGRAM 
AS  MOST  OF  THE  RECIPIENTS  OF  THIS  REPORT  ARE  AWARE,  A  SERIES  OF  PUBLIC 
PARTICIPITATION  MEETINGS  ON  THE  FUTURE  OF  THE  SNOW  SURVEY  PROGRAM  IN  COLORADO 
AND  NEW  MEXICO  HAS    RECENTLY  BEEN  CONCLUDED.     THESE  MEETINGS,  AS  WELL  AS 
SOLICITATIONS  FOR  WRITTEN  COMMENTS  FROM  THE  PUBLIC,  WERE  DIRECTED  AT  ANSWERING 
THE  QUESTION  "WHAT  ALTERNATIVE  INSTITUTIONAL  ARRANGEMENTS  COULD  BE  MADE  FOR 
MAKING  SNOW  SURVEYS  AND  WATER  SUPPLY  FORECASTS?"    SIMILAR  MEETINGS  WERE  HELD 
SIMULTANEOUSLY  IN  OTHER  WESTERN  STATES  TO  GAIN  THE  PUBLIC'S  VIEW  AS  TO  THE  MOST 
BENEFICIAL  AND  ECONOMICAL  MANNER  TO  CONDUCT  THE  SNOW  SURVEY  PROGRAM. 

FROM  THE  INPUT  RECEIVED  AT  FOUR  PUBLIC  MEETINGS  IN  COLORADO  AND  ONE  IN 
NEW  MEXICO,  AS  WELL  AS  OVER  A  HUNDRED  LETTERS  AND  RESOLUTIONS,  A  VERY  STRONG 
SHOW  OF  SUPPORT  FOR  THE  PROGRAM  HAS  BEEN  VOICED.    A  CLEAR  MAJORITY  OF  THOSE 
COMMENTING  WERE  IN  FAVOR  OF  EXPANDING  THE  SNOW  SURVEY  PROGRAM  INCLUDING  BOTH 
THE  MANUAL  SYSTEM  AND  SNOTEL  SYSTEM  UNDER  THE  CONTINUED  LEADERSHIP  OF  THE  SOIL 
CONSERVATION  SERVICE  (SCS).     THE  REMAINDER  OF  THE  COMMENTS  FAVORED  CONTINUING 
THE  PROGRAM  IN  ITS  PRESENT  FORM  WITH  SCS  AS  THE  LEAD  AGENCY.     IN  NO  INSTANCE 
WAS  THERE  A  DESIRE  EXPRESSED  FOR  A  DISCONTINUANCE  OF  THE  PROGRAM  OR  A  TRANSFER 
OF  PROGRAM  FUNCTIONS  TO  NON-FEDERAL  ENTITIES.    MANY  OF  THOSE  PARTICIPATING  IN 
THE  PUBLIC  MEETINGS  FELT,   HOWEVER,  THAT  COOPERATORS  SHOULD  ASSUME  A  PROPOR- 
TIONATE SHARE  OF  THE  COSTS  FOR  FUTURE  PROGRAM  EXPANSION. 

THE  ABOVE  SUMMARY  ALONG  WITH  THOSE  FROM  OTHER  WESTERN  STATES  WILL  BE 
COMBINED  AND  A  NEW  PROPOSAL  FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  PROGRAM  WILL  BE  PUBLISHED  EN 
THE  FEDERAL  REGISTER  DURING  MAY,   1980.     AT  THAT  TIME  ADDITIONAL  COMMENTS  WILL 
BE  INVITED  FROM  THE  PUBLIC. 


ABOVE  NORMAL  AMOUNTS  OF  PRECIPITATION  IN  MOST  AREAS  HAS  SUBSTANTIALLY  BOOSTED 
THE  MOUNTAIN  SNOWPACK  IN  BOTH  COLORADO  AND  NEW  MEXICO.     THROUGHOUT  BOTH  STATES
